In 
Cerniany there now are two classes, 
the strictly apothecary, shops and the 
merchandising drug stores, he said. 
Specialization is increasing in 
the 
M stem éenters of the United States, 
Mr: Noyes told the druggists. 
He briefly described a Watertown, 
South Dakota, store which he said 
was unique in the Northwest. 
It is 
n drug store, handling only 
drugs 
and medicines and filling prescrip­ 
tions. It occupies small quarters but 
is in a city large enough to support 
such a specialized business, he said.> 
There will be other such stores in 
the country, he declared. 
Big Task 
“On the other hand I believe the 
greatest opportunity that ever faced 
the retail druggist lies in merchan­ 
dising,’’ said Mr. Noyes. 
“Turning 
the drug store into a high class de- 
• partmcnt store for luxury merchan­ 
dise.” 
He gave as an example a store in 
New York where there is a 
phar­ 
macy department in one corner and 
the rest of the store is devoted to 
merchandising. The volume of busi­ 
ness done by the retail drug store in 
the past has been so limited that it 
was difficult for a man to make a de­ 
cent living, he said, but added that 
the way the business is 
being de­ 
veloped in the east the big volume of 
business is coming. The question, he' 
said, was how best to take advantage 
of this and how to meet the revolu­ 
tion that is being worked in the bus­ 
iness.

Other speakers emphasised the im­ 
portance of the drug store and de­ 
dared that the slogan, 
"Try 
the 
Drug Store First” is simply the em­ 
bodiment of the sentiment of

Battle Creek, Mich., Aug. 8.—The 
body of Mrs. B. II. Stew art,'68, was 
found by a posse of searchers late 
yesterday 10 miles southeast of this 
city, bringing to three the number of 
persons whose deaths arc blamed on 
John H. Wells, 70, retired merchant 
and reputed to be wealthy. 
' Wells early yesterday shot and 
killed his wife, Ella, 68, and himself. 
He left word with a nephew that he 
had killed Mrs. Stewart and placed 
her body in a clump of bushes some 
distaiica from this city. 
Jealousy is the theory advanced by 
police as the cause of the triple kilF 
i«g. 
The body of Wells and his wife 
were found in their apartment when 
detectives, called by neighbors, broke 
down the door. 
Both the man and 
woman had been shot .through the 
head. 
A revolver was gripped in 
Wells' lifeless hand. 
Mrs. Stewart was last*seen yesterday 
morning when according to those liv­ 
ing near the home, she drove away 
in an automobile with “an elderly 
man.” 
Police are working on the theory 
that Wells drove the woman to the 
woods, shot and killed her and then 
returned, killing bis wile and him­ 
self. 
Mrs. Stewart was the wife of an 
electrician, Bert Stewarl, Wells came 
to Battle Creqjc two years ago from 
Oklahoma.

Because it held that the case before 
it was not properly an -bquiteble ac­ 
tion the supreme court did not find 
it necessary/to decide one of 
tho 
strongly contested points in the con­ 
troversy between the Ransom County 
Farmers Press and the Lisbon Free 
Press over tho selection ol the latter 
as official paper of Ranaom county,

“The Corrupt Practices Art (chap­ 
ter 129, laws 1911; sections 928-D44, 
C. L. 1918) applies to all primary 
and general elections held in 
the 
states; but the language of the act 
indicates that the legislature intend­ 
ed that certain provisions should be 
applicable only to elections of public 
Officers, while other provisions should 
be applicable alike to election of o f­ 
ficers and elections involving Homo 
measure, proposition or question sub­ 
mitted at an élection,” aayp the syl­ 
labus of the decision, which was is­ 
sued per curiam, or by all Judges. 


Adoptad In 1911' 
“The Corrupt 
Practices Act was 
adopted in 1911. (Chapter 129, Laws 
1911; Sections 923-926 C. L. 1913),” 
says the opinion. “At ¡the time of its 
enactment there was no provision for 
the selection of offiéial newspapers 
at an election. In fact, the'same leg­ 
islative assembly which enacted the 
Corrupt Practices Aet, also, enacted 
a law imposing upon the eonnty com­

(Chapter 187, Laws 4Jfll). The law 
providing for the ealection of an of­ 
ficial newspaper was enacted in 1919. 

Hence, it is 
manifest that at the time the Corrupt 
Practices Act was enacted, the legis­ 
lature had no intention that it should 
apply to an election held for the pur­ 
pose of selecting an official news­ 
paper.”

Vigorous resistance to Indiana’s 
request for the extradition of Jour- 
gen Olson of Minot 4o face chargee 
preferred as a reault of the failure 
of the Farmers Bank of Newburgh, 
Ind., in which Olson was a stock­ 
holder, was voiced before Governor 
Nestos today by E. R. S'nkler, Olson’s 
attorney. 
To give Indiana attorneys here 
time to prepara answers to Sinklcr’s 
objections the hearing was adjourned 
until Saturday morning. 
Sinkler asserted that “Indiana is 
attempting to collect a debt which 
we admit is a jnst debt, but North 
Dakota should not send Jourgcn Ol­ 
son back to Indiana to be co-oerced 
into a settlement.” ^ 
Declaring that under the laws of 
Indiana all stockholders were liable 
for the full amount of the bank’s 
loRaes, S nkler'declared that the de­ 
positors in the failed Indiana bank 
would not lose. 
The hearing opened yesterday af­ 
ternoon hut was adjourned with lit­ 
tle action, because the pÑvious re- 
qiieat of tho Governor of Indiana for 
Olson’a 
extradition, 
issued 
some 
months ago, was revoked and new 
rharges and a new warrant present­ 
ed, which took Sinkler by surprise. 
Hearing on the original request fof 
extradition was continued from time 
to time on the request of the Gover­ 
nor of Indiana, Sinkler said, because 
nn attempt was made to effect a set­ 
tlement in the liabilities growing out 
of the Indiana bank failure.

“I believe the Governor of Indiana 
exercised good Judgment in delaying 
the matter,” said Sinkler, “and I be­ 
lieve it would be good judgment to 
continue it further, and a settlement 
may yet be effected.” 
He admitted Olson was civilly lia­ 
ble but denied that he was criminal­ 
ly liable. 
' 
Sinkler aleo attacked the three 
counts against Olson, ra’sing numer­ 
ous technical objections. The counta 
charged conspiracy to obtain money 
under ’ false 
pretenses, 
obtaining 
money under false pretenses and 
p an d larceny. He alleged that with 
respect to the first two charges the 
^ t u t e of limitations has expired, 
the offenses complained of, he said, 
being charged as of November 1, 1917. 
Sinkler asserted that the charge 
made in one count that Olson ab­ 
sconded from Indiana on October 11, 
1921, was false because Olson was in 
Minot during that time while Sink­ 
ler and Attorney Paulda of Minot 
were in Indiana trying to straighten 
np the bank affairs. With respect to 
Arthur Halvorson and John C. Efflng- 
er, charged Jointly with Sinkler, the 
latter asserted Effinger was now in 
Indiana.

The state of Indiana is represented 
here by Fred J. Whicker of the state 
banking department H. A. Bippus,

Chicago, Aug. 8.—Plans to; cele­ 
brate the centennial of the American 
railroad here with an 
exhibit'ion 
showing its evolution and effect oh 
the nation’s growth have been begun 
by the American Railway Association. 
Committees have been appointed co 
gather data as to an appropriate datv 
for the celebration, and to determine 
the extent of the m iniature 
world’s 
fair which is being considered in 
this conncction> 
Three railway organizations 
have 
adopted resolutions urging the appro­ 
priate observation of a hundred years 
of railroad 
development—American 
Railway 
Engineering 
Association, 
American Railway Development Asso- 
I 
elation and the Mechanical Division of 
the American Railway Association. 


As no city has a convention hall 
• large enough*to hold all the exhibits, 
according to V. R. Hawthorne, secre­ 
tary of Division 5, American Railway 
Association, he proposes the ertction 
of a tem porary structure to accom­ 
modate the 26 or more railroad bodies 
which would hold conventions 
here 
under the plans. Another suggestion 
is to hold a central exposition in Chi­ 
cago with a nm iber of sm aller cele­ 
brations held simultaneously in other 
cities, making Chicago the center o f 
a great railroad centennial wheel. 
American railroads'w ill participate 
in 1925 in the English cclebratidn of 
the opening of the first railway in 
the world, conducted by the In ter­ 
national Railway Congress, but it is 
the desire of the American Railway 
Association also to commemorate the 
American centennial, which comes in 
1928.

American 
roads, according to 
the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission, 
is 
376,992 
miles, not including switches and ter­ 
minal lines. According to these same 
figures, there are now in operation 
approximately 70,000 locomotives, 2,­

senger cars. 
“Although there were railw ayf in 
the United States prior to 1828, they 
were not common carriers,” says the 
Chicago A ssociation'of Commerce, fn- 
tcrcsted in the plans for commemor­ 
ation. “When Charles Carroll of Car­ 
rollton, one of the signers 6f the 
Declaration of Independence, drove 
the first spike a t Ellieott’s Mills, MB., 
for the first seven miles of railway 
between Vinegar Hill and Baltimore, 
he helped to establish the Baltimore 
& Ohio, which began operating triin s 
in 1830. 
“In 1828, Horatio Allen 
went to 
England and contracted 
for 
four 
steam locomotives to 
be 
built 
by 
George Stephenson. ‘America' was the 
first steam locomotive to be seen in 
the 
western 
hemisphere 
. It 
was 
placed on blocks a t 
New York 
in 
January, 1829, and waa exhibited to 
an awe-struck 
public 
for 
three 
months. 
“But the 'Stourbridge Lion’ was the 
first locomotive actually to run 
on 
metal rails. It was used by the Dela­ 
ware & Hudson, which at th at time 
was prim arily a canal company.” 
' The railroad centennial 
will show 
how railway transportation has made 
possible 
the development 
o f the 
United States, according to Mr. Haw­ 
thorne. Starting with less than 
100 
years a^o, he said, railway transpor­ 
tation -has reached a point where an 
estim ated expenditure of 91,640,000,­ 
000 is necessary this year to provide 
the railroad facilities to enable the 
general business of the country 
to 
proceed w ithout interruption.

London Needs New ^ 


Regarding Amusements 


London, Aug. 8.—England needs a 


new law regulating public houses and 
places of entertainment, says 
the 


owners of London's hotels and dance 
halls, who have banded together to 
obtain less stringent laws in the 
matter of closing their places. 


The"present law, which is adhered 


to vigorously by the authorities, was 
passed in the reign of George II, in 
1761, and requires that the dance 
places of all classes close-at the 
stroke of~tmdnight. Under this act 
the authorities may grant special 
licenses for specific places to remain 
open until later, but generally they 
stick.to tbe Georgian habits, and 
night life in London comes to a halt 
at twelve o'clock. 


At tbe present time many of the 


cafes in London have permits to re- 
main open s few nights a week, but 
there is nothing certain in tbe pre- 
sent' arrangements and they are 
changed as often as a new council is 
elected or the present members feel 
inclined. 


The hotel and cafe proprietors will 


ask the London County Council t» 
draw up a new law to be presented to 
.parliament, and they have obtained 
the_backing of the "Brighter London' 
movement committee which is seeking 
to make London a rival of gay Paris.

"We think that the legislature in- 


tended that the provisions of the Cor- 
rupt Practices Act should apply to all1 
elections at which any question or 
proposition was submitted to the elec- 
torate. In other words, we think that 
the legislature in enacting tbe Cor- 
rupt Practices Act intended that the 
provisions of that Act should apply 
to all elections thereafter held in 
the state. The legislature, however, 
in the Act itself indicated that cer- 
tain provisions should be applicable 
to elections of public officers, and 
other provisions applicable to all 
elections without regard to whether it 
involves the choice of a public of- 
ficer or the approval or rejection of 
a certain measure or proposition, or 
the determination of any other ques- 
tion, submitted to the voters at an 
election. As already indicated, it is 
manifest that when the legislature 
enacted that Corrupt Practices Act, it 
could not have had the election of an 
official newspaper in mind, as no 
such election waa then held. Hence, 
obviously the lawmakers could not at 
that time have considered whether 
an official newspaper should be deem- 
ed a county office within the pur- 
view of the Act. And" we are not at 
all satisfied that they manifested any 
intention, in the law providing for 
the election of an official newspaper, 
to constitute such newspaper-a public 
officer." 


What Is Public Officer? 


After discussing the legal defini- 


tion and view of what constitutes a 
public officer the court says: 


"It is difficult to see how these con- 


siderations can apply to an official 
newspaper. No restriction is placed 
upon the disposition of such news- 
paper. 
If the property is owned 


by a corporation, the stock may be 
sold, and tbe newspaper come under 
new1 management, and its policies be 
completely changed. The same is true 
if the newspaper is owned by an in- 
dividual of by a partnership. * * * 


"In the view we take of the case, 


however, it is unnecessary to deter- 
mine whether the election of an offi- 
cial newspaper is the election of an 
officer, or an election involving 
measure, within the purview of the 
Corrupt Practices Act." 


* "As it is quite apparent that the 
lawmakers of this state, when they 
enacted the Corrupt Practices Act, 
had in. mind the fact that two gen- 
eral subjects, were submitted at elec- 
tions; for, it will be noted that while 
the language in most of the sections 
of the Act it applicable only to elec- 
tions of persons who, are eanoJdates 
for public office, three

London, Aug. 8.—England needs a 
new law regulating public houses and 
places of entertainm ent, 
says 
the 
owners of London’s hotels and dance 
halls, who have banded together to 
obtain less stringent 
laws in 
the 
m atter of closing their places. 
The present law, which is adhered 
to vigorously by the authorities, was 
passed in the reign of George H, in 
1751, and requires that the 
dance 
places of_all cla.sses 
close- at 
the 
stroke of midnight. 
Under this act 
the authorities may 
grant 
special 
licenses for specific places to remain 
open until later, but generally they 
stick to the Georgian 
habits, 
and 
night life in London comes to a halt 
a t twelve o’clock.

“Aa it is quite apparent th at the 
lawmakers of this state, when they 
enacted the Corrupt Practices Act, 
had in. mind the fact th at two gen- 
erhl subjéets. were submittdd a t elec­ 
tions; for, it will be noted th at while 
the language in most of the sdctions 
of the Act iq applicable only to elec­ 
tions of ponons w h a a re candidates 
for public 'office,

namely, Section 12, relating to treat­

"We think that the legislature in­ 
tended that the provisions of the Cor­ 
rupt Practices Act should apply to all 
elections at which any i|uestion or 
proposition was submitted to the elec­ 
torate. In other words, we think that 
the legislature in enacting the Cor­ 
rupt Practices Act intended th at the 
provisions of that Act should apply 
to all elections thereafter held in 
the state. The legislature, however, 
in the Act itself indicated that cer­ 
tain provisions should be applicable 
to elections of public officers, 
and 
other 
provisions 
applicnhle to 
all 
elections without regard to whether it 
involves the choice of a public of­ 
ficer or the approval or rejection of 
a certain measure or proposition, or 
the determination of any other ques­ 
tion, submitted to the voters at an 
election. As already indicated, it is 
m anifest that when the legislature 
enacted that Corrupt Practices Act, it 
could not have had the election of an 
official newspaper in mind, 
as 
no 
' such election was then held. Hence, 
obviously the iawmukers could not nt 
that time have considered whether 
an official newspaper should be deem­ 
ed n county office within the pur­ 
view of the Act. AncT we are not nt 
all satisfied that they manifested any 
intention, in the law providing for 
the election of an official newspaper, 
to constitute such newspaper a public 
officer.” 


W hat la Public O fficer? 
A fter discussing the legal defini­ 
tion and view of what constitutes a 
public officer the court says: 
“It is difficult to see how these con­ 
siderations cun apply to an official 
newspaper. No restriction is placed 
upon the diaoosition of such news­ 
paper. 
If the property is 
owned 
by a corporation, the stock may be 
sold, and the newspaper come under 
new management, and its policies be 
completely changed. The same is true 
if the newspaper is owned by an in­ 
dividual or by a partnership. • • • 
“In the view we take of the case, 
however, it is unnecessary to deter­ 
mine whether the election of an offi­ 
cial newspaper is the election of an 
officer, or an election involving 
a 
measure, within the purview of the 
Corrupt Practices Act.”

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IT HAS HAPPENED BEFORE 
The disaster which attends the failure of the crop of 
any man who has planted but one crop wa.s forcibly illus­ 
trated by Commi.ssioner of Immigration J. M. Devine, speak­ 
ing before the lumbermen here yesterday. 
The naturai 
method of avoiding such a disaster was jminted out with 
cqiial emphasis. 
Commi.'wioiiel'-Devine drew a parallel that was interest­ 
ing and instructive. Forty years ago Barron county, Wis- 
Lonsin, suffered by rea.son of drought, gra.sshoppers and 
cinch bugs. It was a one-crop county, depending on wheat. 
'I'oday the county is populous and wealthy. Last year the 
ceunty, with a population of ¡t.'i.OOO, sold .$7,200,000 worth 
oi cream, nutter and cheese. McLeod county, Minnesota, 
was suffering thirty-five years ago because it was a one-crop 
county. Last year the people of that county sold $2,700,000 
worth of dairy products. 
A half-century or more ago many of the middle-western 
states were chiefly grain raising states, with wheat as their 
major product. Today all are depending on diversified farm­ 
ing. Wisconsin was a wheat state until her people found it 
did not pay. The same is true of Minnesota. The mes.sage 
carried by the experience of the people of those states is 
coming westward. 
Turning to North Dakota, Mr. Devine declared that the 
North Dakota farm can produce as good a cov/ as can be 
produced in New York. She will produce as much butter- 
fat. North Dakota can produce as good a hog as can Iowa 
and prepare it for the market with North Dakota corn as 
well as Iowa and Illinois can with corn raised in those states. 
North Dakota is unexcelled as a poultry state. 
It is true that farming in all sections is not in the pros­ 
perous state it should be. It is true that not all the ills of 
North Dakota result from the one-crop system. But the 
experience of otlTer states shows clearly adversity often 
visits the one-crop farmer and as a rule prosjKjrity is found 
with’ the farmer who diversifies. 
The me.ssage cannot be impressed too strongly, nor re­ 
peated too often, in North Dakota, South Dakota or Montana.

Tbdav the county is populous and wealthy. Last year tne 
SuS.^tfr a population of 35,000, sold $7,200,000 worth 
of creanlrButter and cheese. McLeod county, Minnesota, 
was suffering thirty-five years ago because it was a ona-crop 
county. Last year the people of that county sold $2,700,000 
worth of dairy products. 
A half-century or more ago many of the middle-western 
states were chiefly grain raising states, with wheat as their 
major product. Today all are depending on diversified farm- 
in^ IWsconsin was a wheat state until her people found it 
did not pay. The same is true of Minnesota. The message 
carried by the experience of the people of those states is 
coining westward. 
, , . 
- Turning to North Dakota, Mr. Devine declared that the 
North Dakota-farm can produce as" good a cow as can be 
woduced in New York. She will produce as much butter- 
Sit. North Dakota can produce as good a hog as can Iowa 
and prepare it for the market with North Dakota corn as 
well as Iowa and Illinois can with corn raised in those states. 
North Dakota is unexcelled as a poultry state. 
It is true that farming in all sections is not in the pros- 
perdu* state it should be. It is true that not all the ills of 
North Dakota result from the one-crop system. 
But the 
experience of otter states shows clearly adversity often 
visits, the one-crop farmer and as a rule prosperity is found 
withthe farmer who diversifies. 
The message cannot be impressed too strongly, nor re- 


peated too often, in North Dakota, South Dakota or Montana.

"I'll be back in ten days; save a 
room fur us at the hotel,” the Amer­ 
ican said blithely and confidently as 
he left Moscow. 
' 
Six weeks later he returned, with 
his bride, haring miratiilously un­ 
tangled miles of rod tape and over­ 
come, with the assistance of every 
official, Polish and American alike in 
Warsaw and Moscow, obstacles that 
left both bride and groom too tired to 
enjoy a honeymoon. 
In Poland a woman automatically 
takes on the citizenship of her hus­ 
band and, therefore, should lose her 
Polish passport. American rules, due 
to the.new law, prevent consuls from 
pasting foreign wives’ pictures on 
husbands' passports. One cannot en­ 
ter Russia without a passport, and it 
is particularly difficult for a Polish 
subject to secure a visa to enter Rus­ 
sia at all. 
America law required 
this couple to have two passports, 
his American, her’s Polish.

Inw and the Russian difflculties in the 
way of Polea entering, required them 
to have one, and this American.

W ashington, Aug. 8.—The pomp of 
European courts has not decreased 
noticeably since the war, according 
to reports of American diplomats to 
the State Departm ent. American am­ 
bassadors are continuing their com­ 
plaints of inadequate salaries to meet 
the heavy drain of social entertain­ 
ment, and are citing post-war trou­ 
bles of entertaining royalty at func­ 
tions which equal or surpass the gild­ 
ed affairs of pre-war days in Europe. 
•For instance, the state dinner given 
recently by George Harvey, American 
Ambassador to the Court of St. James, 
to the British royal family set back 
the American envoy something over 
$8,000—for one 
dinner 
and 'trim ­ 
mings. In fact, the trimmings con­ 
stituted a large part of the bill, which 
contained an item of $750 alone for 


palms and ferns given standing room 
in the fireplaces of the Amcricau 
embassy for the'occasion. 
, 
Tradesmen holding the roysí 'fgvof 
have to be reckoned with in the en­ 
tertainm ent provided 
by Amvric«p 
diplomats. The caterers are virtually 
chosen for the American ^Ontertainfr 
by the lord chamberlain of the royal 
palace, no unknown or plebeian chefs 
being pcrmittcA to cook for or serve 
the king or queen. Decorators, flori 
ists and a train of other tradesm M 
having the royal approval also m ust 
be selected by the American host and 
th eir word, as well as their bills, go 
a long way in directing the function, 
Entertainm ent occasionally of the 
rulers of the nations to which they 
arc accredited is an inescapable duty 
of American diplomats, v;ho are p r ^ 
vided with no entertainm ent, fund to 
cover the costs of food and service 
A few arc wealthy 
enough to bear, 
extraordinary expenditures for social 
entertainm ent, but the poorer ones 
s y th at the -war has not toned down 
the “class” of the required 
social 
duties. 
The higher standing abroad of the 
American dollar is said to help some 
in bearing the expense, but in many 
cases local \ tradesmen add to their 
bills, in the cases of the ‘“rich Amer­ 
ican” diplomats, more thafi-sufficient 
to meet the difference in the rate 
of exchange.
